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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 



Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is 
important that the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space 
provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The 
form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" and 
"said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the 
full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat 
information given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, 
such as, 'The disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," 
"The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains more than 
one paragraph. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

In line one of the abstract the phrase, "The present invention relates to" 
should be deleted. 



The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 2, line 3, "an radio" should be -a radio--.. 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which 
applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
specification fails to disclose "IIC communication mode" as recited in claim 4 and 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



by Lee (US 6,292,440). 
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Lee disclose an MP3 CD car player which is equipped with a deck for 
producing CD and MP3 CD output system for a vehicle. The system comprises of 
a recording medium for recording audio data compressed according to an MP3 
audio compression mode. Fig 1, shows a file detector 100 which receives source 
data from CDs, Interface unit 201 , an error detector 202, memory block 203 
which receives the MP3 audio files from 202 and temporarily stores the files, a 
controller 401 , display unit 301 , and keypad unit 302, an MP3 decoder 500 which 
receive data stored in the 203 and receives and transmits data status control 
signal from/to the controller 401, a digital/analog converter 600 receive audio CD 
data from the file type detector 100 or receives pulse code modulation digital 
data from MP3 decoder 500, converts the data into analog data , amplifies the 
data in an operational amplifier, and outputs the data to a speaker (CoL3, lines 7- 
44). 

With respect to claim 3, see controller 401 in Fig 1 and col 3, lines 26I37 
and col 4, lines 5-41). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10 and 11 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 5, 7-9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
